Bureau of Engraving and Printing vignette books were usually prepared 
for presentation to government officials and dignitaries. They come in a bewildering variety of combinations and almost no two copies are exactly alike. Many of the vignettes are identical 
to those depicted on the United States paper money of the period. Through the years many volumes have been broken up and the vignettes sold individually, often as proofs. This practice and 
the fact that the volumes were never issued in any quantity account for their extreme scarcity today.

In the early 1940’s coin dealing was a rather sedate and orderly business but in September 1943, Abe Kosoff s sale of the Higgy collection marked a turning point. As John Adams notes, "With 
justifiable pride, Kosoff pointed to this sale as the beginning of the modem coin market." Perusing the pages of this volume, one can almost sense a quickening of pace as the years advance. 
As an example, the buying price of a 1922 Grant “Star” commemorative half dollar advanced from $27.00 in 1940 to $43.00 in early 1946. New Netherlands purchased everything from 
decadrachms to commemorative half dollars to fractional currency. The ledger mostly records outright purchases but numerous auction acquisitions are noted also. The list of sellers is 
impressive: B. G. Johnson, F. C. C. Boyd, Wayte Raymond, The American Numismatic Society, T. J. Clarke, Mrs. Clarke, Stack's, Chase Bank, Capitol Coin Co., C. E. Green, R. Gallo, Loyd 
Gettys, Hans Sergl, George Blake, Ira Reed, John F. Jones, J. D. Ferguson, F. K. Saab, Lu Riggs, John Zug, Spink & Son, I. Snyderman, etc. The coins purchased from B. G. Johnson and 
F. C. C. Boyd are particularly voluminous. Certainly, the ledger records the purchase of well over 25,000 and perhaps as many as 50,000 coins, banknotes and numismatic books. Entire coin 
collections were purchased intact or sometimes only a single coin was bought. These were the days when a fine 1794 silver dollar or a brilliant proof 1906 twenty dollar gold piece could be 
and was bought for $50.00 and when an ancient Greek decadrachm cost even less. Even at these prices, the totals confirm that New Netherlands was a significant force in the coin business 
in its early years and the ledger offered here comprises a unique and most important record of commercial American numismatics at the dawn of the modem era.
